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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's After Final Amendment has been 
considered but fails to overcome the cited references and the finality of the previous Office Action is maintained. As per Applicant's 
argument that O'Brien fails to disclose a check for inconsistencies between a proposed SLA and one or more existing SLAs, the Examiner 
maintains that O'Brien does teach the argued feature. In particular O'Brien teaches that an SLA negotiated by the primary agent (reads 
on "proposed SLA") is compared to stored SLAs indicative of its own capacity to provide a service, which is determined by a 
predetermined set of other SLAs (reads on "one or more existing SLAs"). (O'Brien; page 3, line 23-page 4, line 5), Furthermore, O'Brien 
teaches that the comparison between the proposed and one or more existing SLAs is to check for their compatibility (i.e., any 
inconsistencies). As such, it is respectfully submitted that O'Brien teaches the features as claimed. As per Applicant's arguments 
regarding claim 1 1 , the Examiner maintains that O'Brien teaches the claim feature as shown in the prior Office Action and incorporated 
herein.
